additional indictments, bringing the 
total to 214, in a partial report cen­ 
sured “the 
state 
administration", 
Adjutant 
General 
Black, of 111., 
Sheriff Melvin Thaxton, of William­ 
son county and “local police." 
The jury then recessed until Octo­ 
ber 23. 
The report declared “the state ad­ 
ministration undoubtly 
realized the 
acute situation at Herrin” and assert 
ed the “adjutant general’s office and 
the sheriff alternated in passing re­ 
sponsibility with neither taking de­ 
cisive action to prevent 
disorders 
and protect property.” 
The jury returned a total of 44 in­ 
dictments for murder, 58 for con­ 
spiracy to commit 
murder, 58 for 
rioting and 54 for assault to murder. 
The report stated a telegram from 
J.h n L. Lewis, president of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers of America, was 
one of the causes of the riot. 
The 
telegram was to State Senator Wil­ 
liam Sneed, a district president of 
the Miner’s union, and declared the 
union men “are justified in treating 
this crowd as an outlaw organization’ 
and “in viewing its members in the 
same light as they do any other com­ 
mon strike breakers”. 
This telegram was posted in var­ 
ious places, the report declared, and 
shortly thereafter the strip mine was 
attacked, after hardware stores had 
been rifled for firearms and wTeapons 
“The weapons were either taken by 
force, or upon a verbal 
assuraneé 
that the local would pav for them”, 
the report amplified. 
Among those indicted today were 
Hugh Willis, district board member 
of the Illinois mine

was charged with murder and assault 
to commit murder and Will Davis, 
secretary of subdistrict No. 10 of the 
mine workers union, who was charg­ 
ed with murder. 
The report directed attention to

Trader and Planter Not in Need of 
Pity, According to Writer in the 
Asia Magazine. 


It Is customary to waste a lot of 
pity on the trader and the planter in 
remote 
places—lonely 
outposts 
of 
civilization—but, 
from 
my observa­ 
tion, they do not need pity, declares 
a writer in Asia Magazine. 
The man 
who stays in the islands is fitted for 
life there; If he isn't, he doesn’t stay, 
and, if he does stay, he can retire af­ 
ter 15 or 20 years, with a tidy for­ 
tune. 
Of course, the road to fortune is a 
long and hard one. 
The average 
planter starts out with a little capital 
—say $500. 
He purchases a plot of 
land. The price he pays depends upon 
the locality In which he buys. In re­ 
gions where the natives are still fair­ 
ly unsophisticated he may get his 
land for almost nothing. Even where 
the natives are most astute, he can buy 
a square mile for what he would pay 
for an acre back home. 
His next 
step is to get his land cleared. 
To 
that end he buys a whaleboat and 
goes out to recruit natives to act as 
laborers. 
He needs five or six blacks. 
They will build his house and cleer 
his land and plant his coconuts. flfnee 
it takes seven years for the coconuts 
to mature, sweet potatoes and cotton 
must be planted between the rows 
of trees. The sweet potatoes, with a 
little rice, will furnish all the food 
required by the blacks. 
The cotton, 
If the planter is diligent and lucky, 
will pay current expenses until the 
coconuts begin bearing. 
Though his small capital of $500 
may be eaten up early In the game, 
the settler need not despair. The big 
trading companies that do business 
In the islands, will see him through 
if he shows any signs of being made 
of the right stuff. They will give him 
credit for food and supplies, and they 
will provide him with knives, calico 
and tobacco, which he can barter with 
the blacks for the sandal-wood and 
copra that will help balance his ac­ 
count with the companies. And after 
the first trying seven years his trouble^ 
are about over—If he can get lahc 
enough to keep his plantation going

Today the place for the en­ 
terprising young man to look for I» 
in some undeveloped foreign country. 
It will be a new thought to most of us 
that the time has come when we must 
consider emigration as well as immi­ 
gration—that there are lands of oppor­ 
tunity other than our own. 
This was emphasized recently by 
Frank D. Waterman, a name well 
known to those who do not habitually 
use a typewriter, with special refer­ 
ence to 
the centenary 
celebration 
which begins at Rio Janeiro. Brazil, 
next September. It has become a ne­ 
cessity with us. as it has long been 
with overpopulated Europe, to seek 
outlets in foreign countries for the sur­ 
plus products of our workers. 
The 
one way to do it is by commercial mis­ 
sionaries going to foreign countries 
while still forming their minds and 
staying there. That is the way Europe 
has built up trade In undeveloped 
countries. 
That Is the way we must 
uiopt if we expect to successfully com­ 
ete with those countries.

ONE of the many and «varied tales 
told of police horsesoquite equal 
the one about "JefiT of Phila­ 
delphia. 


Jeff Is "Just plain horse,-* so far as 
ancestry and breeding are concerned, 
but there isn’t a better wrorking and 
more faithful animal in the«eervice. He 
has the use of only one ej*e, but that 
one optic plus his training and nat­ 
ural "common sense" certainly give 
him an AA rating when it comes to 
traffic work. 
His rider can leave him 
any time anywhere and Jeff, if called, 
will worm his way up or down the 
street, through 
the 
most 
congested 
traffic jam. 
Jeff has one 
little tric t, however, 
that is amusing. 
He knows from ex­ 
perience that when his rider is on his 
back and the fire engines come, it is 
"their combined Job" to gallop down 
the street, opening up a lane through 
the traffic and shutting off other traf­ 
fic from the cross streets. So, natural­ 
ly, Jeff thinks th at if his rider has dis­ 
mounted and is doing some emergency 
work afoot, and the fire engines come 
racing down the street, it is his, Jeff’s 
job to go ahead and 
clear 
the way 
himself. 
And one afternoon not long ago a 
man was taken sick and the traffic of­ 
ficer who rides Jeff had taken the sick 
man into a nearby drug store. 
Just 
then the fire engine came. Jeff’s rider 
hurried out of the store as quickly as 
possible, but Jeff was gone! 
A man 
told the officer that the horse had gone 
down the street with the fire engines. 
So the officer went promptly to the po­ 
lice call box, learned from the Elec­ 
trical Bureau where 
that 
fire 
was, 
jumped on a trolley car himself, and 
In a few m inutes was at the scene of 
the fire, Sure enough, there was Jeff! 
Another horse frequently hunts up 
an automobile when he is left standing 
in the cold weather and warms himself 
at the radiator. 
And if you want any additional proof 
of the intelligence of these anim als go 
to any point in the central part of a 
big city 
where traffic is particularly 
heavy and vehicles are in almost con­ 
stant congestion. 
Or make it a point 
to observe these horses in action when 
the streets are filled with holiday or 
sightseeing crowds. 
The intelligence, 
intuition, “hoss sense"—call it what 
you will—that 
these 
police horses 
show on such occasions will not only 
interest you exceedingly, but will be 
a revelation to you unless you know 
more about horses and have had closer 
contact 
and 
association with them 
than the average city dweller has had.

And if "the man behind the gun" is 
of equal im portance with the gun, cer­ 
tainly the men behind the police horses 
are of no less importance, and to these 
men—the mounted traffic officers—be­ 
longs the credit 
for 
much 
that the 
horses are and much that they do. 
W here They Come From. 
These horses 
are 
supplied 
to the 
cities by contractors, whose business 
it is to furnish 
them 
wherever they 
are needed. 
The contractors buy the 
horses 
in all 
parts 
of the country. 
Some are saddle horses that have been 
family pets. 
Others come direct from 
the farm s where they were born and 
where they roamed the fields and pas­ 
tures, 
never having 
known either a 
saddle, a bit or any other kind of har­ 
ness. 
When the traffic squad needs a 
new horse 
the 
contractor is notified 
and he gets and sends to the city sta­ 
bles a horse which m ust meet the gen­ 
eral specifications 
called 
for in his 
contract 
A police horse m ust not be under 15 
hands high, must weigh from 900 to 
1,000 pounds, be 5 years old, etc. 
For 
50 days the horse remains at the city 
stables, during which time he becomes 
acclimated. 
At the end of that period 
he is given a thorough examination 
and if he measures up to all the speci­ 
fications the city accepts him. 
Too Much Sugar. 
The greatest danger for the horse, 
whether 
he be old or 
new, is being 
overfed. 
"It wouldn’t do any harm ," said a 
lieutenant, "if one or two people gave 
a lump of sugar a day to one of the 
horses; the trouble is that so many 
neople do the same thing! Horses are 
very fond of sweets and get so they 
take everything that is offered to thrm. 
The result is that often when 
the 
horses get back here to the stables we 
have to doctor them." 
Every police horse gets his full ra 
tions of nine quarts of oats a day, be­ 
ing fed just before 
he leaves head­ 
quarters and again when he returns. 
No, one need have any fear about the 
welfare of the police horses. 
Every 
m an in this branch of the service, from 
the lieutenant down to the newest 
hostler, not only knows horses, but 
likes them. 
And when one of these 
horses comes to the end of his days of 
active service he is sent up to the city 
farm s and there spends his las* years 
in light and useful service.

Determined not to 
be left out, the bridge experts started 
a tournament of their own. 
The ath­ 
letes greeted the movement with great 


derision, but as the pastime grew more 
and more popular they were attracted. 
Before the craze started, it was al­ 
most impossible to get enough men to 
play a rubber. 
Now 
there are not 
enough tables. 
In their mad rush to 
get a place 
at the 
coveted table the 
bridge enthusiasts bolt their dinners. 
The sudden popularity of bridge ex­ 
perts 
has 
caused 
another 
change 
equally amazing. 
Proficiency in ath­ 
letics is no longer the prime qualifica­ 
tion for election to the fraternities. 
Formerly a man had to be a recogniz­ 
ed leader in football, baseball or some 
other branch of athletics. 
If he could 
not qualify he was characterized as a

promptly black­ 
balled.

The bridge fad has developed a new 
class of undesirables—poor players 
who make inexcusable blunders.

The Old 
Swimming Hole 
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HE time will come when we sjiall 
. regard a swimming 
pool 
as 
necessary an adjunct to a com­ 
munity as we now regard a bank or a 
library. As an ?nstitution for rounding 
out the physical health of the young 
and for the conservation of iuvenile 
morals it possesses very large possi­ 
bilities. 
The outdoor swimming pool is the 
best, that which approximates nature’s 
arrangem ents rather than the refined 
indoor affair. Swimming at its best is 
a plunge into child 
life and If sur­ 
rounded by natural scenery it is far 
more likely to satisfy the demands of 
the juvenile nature. 
In general there are three ideas to 
consider 
in the 
management cf the 
swimming 
place, 
whether it be "out 
along the creek" or In a modern gym­ 
nasium. These are safeguarding against 
infection and ill health, and the sale- 
guarding of the morals. 


As a m atter of fact, there is little 
danger of infection from the water of 
the outdoor pool, which is part of the 
time in the sunlight 
The swimmers 
constantly stir and aerate the.w ater. 
A chemical test of a big stagnant pool 
where 200 had been swimming daily 
for a month showed no bad effects. 
Even a muddy poo! in the creek is 
better than none. Children will enjoy 
even this and may derive much good 
from its use. 
The idea of "dog days" 
in August being a bad time to go in 
swimming has very little fact to sup­ 
port it, if other things are well man­ 
aged. Not merely swimming and wad­ 
ing, but staying in the water too long 
is the course of detrim ent to the health 
of children. 
Hot weather diet and ill treatm ent 
thin the blood and lower the power of 
resistance of the child. 
He 
is 
now 
more easily chilled and may come out 
of the water without having the proper 
skin reactions. 
Brief, vigorous swim­ 
ming and wading and a quick scrub­ 
bing down will prevent much of the 
possible ill effects of swimming in "dog 
days.” 
In time the swimming pool will come 
under the management of the school 
authorities where it belongs and will 
be maintained through 
public funds. 
Many communities are 
slowly going 
over to this system. 
Bu4 
while we are waiting 
for the 
public to act, 
voluntary 
committees 
might go on with this valuable course 
of training. 


Electricity Re-Animates Half-Dead Plants

About the same time the wives of 
the m arriages that were, in excep­ 
tional cases, annulled by the church, 
began also to be spoken of as widows 
•f grace, in the rather different sense 
that they owed their virtual widow­ 
hood to the "grace" or favor of the 
church. 
So, 
then,

nounced grass—widow came to mean 
a wife, called a widow by courtesy. 
Another explanation is that, exactly

Native* of the Arctic Region* Have 
Exclusive Right to Their Own 
Compositions. 


Knut Rasmussen and Fridtjof Nan­ 
sen and also Hinrieh Johannes Iiink, 
who was sent norih years ago by 
Lady Franklin to find her husband, 
have given to 
the world valuable 
facts about the customs and lives of 
the 
Eskimos. 
Christian 
Leden’s 
unique contribution from the arctic 
regions is in the field of music. 
For 
vears he studied and faithfully tran­ 
scribed the Innult melodies. 
Each 
Eskimo, he says, is obliged to com­ 
pose his own song, and no person 
may sing the song of another with­ 
out first obtaining permission. 
The 
mother has her cradle song, infinitely 
low and sweet. 
The hunter has his 
song of the chase, clear and bold. 
Even the bad man of the tribe has 
his song, and it was quick and ap 
propriately brazen. 
Harmony has not been developed 
among the Eskimos. 
They sing only 
In unison. 
But their melodies are* 
weird and wistful, often consistir.: 
uf only two or three motives, which 
are strangely effective. 
It is during the long polar night 
that the Eskimo has time to rest in 
hia igloo and sing his songs.

This inform ation has been 
obtained by the N ational Tubérculos 
is Association from the registrars of 
45 states in the union. 
In 1921 returns from 
40 
states 
showed a death rate of 108 per 100, 
000. 
The decline in 1921 is equiva 
lent, according to the association, to 
a saving of about 18,000 lives in 1921 
over 1920. 
The association points out further 
that, since it began its active pro­ 
gram in 1905, the tuberculosis death 
rate has been cut from slightly over 
200 to a figure well below ICO per 
100,000 population.

to 
the secretary of state by the party 
committee. The republicans have al­ 
ready certified the elephant as their 
party emblem; but neither the dem­ 
ocrats nor the socialists have made 
known their choice to the state

partment 
Two ballots will be presented to 
the voters. 
One will 
contain 
the 
names of the candidates for office 
and the other, three constitutional 
amendments, two initiative 
proposi­ 
tions and 16 referendum proposals. 
The first of the amendments is to 
raise the pay of members of the gen­ 
eral assembly from $5 to $10 a day 
for the first 100 days of regular ses­ 


sions of the assembly and after that 
providing $1 a day for each addition­ 
al day. 
The 
amendment 
provides 
payment of $10 a day for the first 120 
days of revising sessions. 
The second amendment eliminates 
the sex qualification for suffrage. 
The third amendment provides for 
the maintenance of the 
state 
road 
system with funds obtained from the 
sale of automobile licenses after the 
principal and interest of road bonds 
k paid. 
The referendum propositions are: 
To create a department 
of labor 
and consolidate it with other depart­ 
ments; to create

ment; to abolish the state beverage 
inspector, merging the office in that 
of supervisor of

welfare, 
which office it is proposed to create, 
absorbing in It the functions of the 
food and drug inspector; to create 
state department of agriculture, con­ 
solidating certain boards in it;

abolish 38 judicial circuits and cre­ 
ate 34: to provide a system for work­ 
men’s compensation and create

commission to administer it; to pro­ 
vide for county school districts and 
county boards of education; to abol­ 
ish justices of the peace

ships containing a city of

than Í00,000 inhabitants

than 3(10,900; to repeal laws in con- 
tlict with provisions relative to jus­
